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Atlas of the Classical World. Edited by 
A. A. M. van der Heyden and H. H. 
Scullard. [London, New York] Nelson, 
1959 [c1959]. 222p. illus. col. maps. 
plates. 36cm. cloth $15; to schools, 20 
per cent discount; to libraries, 3343 per 
cent discount. 

This is the English edition of Atlas van 
de Antieke Wereld (Amsterdam: Else- 
vier, 1958). It is a companion volume to 
L. H. Grollenberg’s Atlas of the Bible 
(London: Nelson, 1957), reviewed in The 
Booklist and Subscription Books Bulletin, 
January 15, 1958, and to F. van der Meer’s 
Atlas of the Early Christian World (Lon- 
don, New York: Nelson, 1958), reviewed 
in The Booklist and Subscription Books 
Bulletin, June 15, 1959. Similar in plan 
and format to these two atlases, it was 
printed by Elsevier of Holland. 

The purpose of the Atlas is to present 
for student, teacher, and general reader 
a vivid picture of the history and culture 
of Greece and Rome and to demonstrate 
their lasting influence on Western civili- 
zation. 

The “generous interpretation of the 
word ‘Atlas’ ” has allowed the work to 
cover geographical, ethnological, political, 
economic, military, religious, literary, and 
artistic aspects of the classical world and 
to present them through maps, illustra- 
tions, and explanatory text. This atlas 
“deals exclusively with pagan antiquity,” 
and readers interested in the early Chris- 
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tian world are referred to Atlas of the 
Early Christian World mentioned above. 

Dr. A. A. M. van der Heyden is general 
editor and Dr. Howard Hayes Scullard is 
English editor. Dr. van der Heyden could 
not be identified in the usual biographical 
or bibliographical sources. Dr. Scullard 
has been Reader in Ancient History at 
King’s College, University of London 
since 1935 and is the author or editor of a 
number of books and articles on Roman 
history and literature. Mary F. Hedlund, 
listed as translator, holds an M.A. degree 
from Oxford. Principal contributors are 
Dr. Karel Sprey (Greek and Roman his- 
tory), Dr. A. R. A. van Aken (Roman 
maps, coordination of maps and index), 
Pater Dr. Calasanctius (Greek mes), 
and Dr. M. A. Schwartz (classical litera- 
ture). Drs. Sprey, van Aken, and 
Schwartz are all authors of books on 
classical subjects. 

Thirteen other contributors are named 
with no indication of the particular sub- 
jects or areas for which each is respon- 
sible. However, the listing of maps fol- 
lowing the index shows which of the con- 
tributors was responsible for each map 
and in some instances gives the source of 
the information used on the map. Co- 
operating organizations and _ institutions 
listed are the Archaeological Institute 
(Utrecht), Air Ministry (Rome), Royal 
Hellenic Air Force (Athens), North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization (Paris), and 
40 museums or learned institutions in 19 
countries. 

Maps (a chart and some diagrams in- 
cluded) are numbered 1-73 and scat- 
tered throughout the volume. In addition 
to showing geographical and political his- 
tory the maps cover a wide range of other 
subjects such as The World of Homer, 
The Cult Centres of the Greek Gods, 
Trade in the Empire, Amphitheatres, Sta- 
diums and Hippodromes in the Roman 
Empire, and The Most Important Writers 
Who Used the Latin Language. They are 
in six colors, soft and pleasing to the eye, 
with sharp and clear details. Many of the 
maps bear an overprinting which gives 
background explanation. Map 40, Enemies 


and Rebels, 250 B.c.-a.p. 150, has 27 such 
overprinted legends, each giving some in- 
formation about a leader or nation that 
opposed Rome. The overprinted notes are 
in small type, usually in red so that they 
do not interfere with place names on the 
map. In spite of the small type they are 
clearly legible, and, in spite of the amount 
of information given, the maps do not 
appear crowded or cluttered. This is part- 
ly due to the fact that they are essentially 
outline maps on which only the details 
applicable to the particular subject under 
discussion are shown. Among the most 
informative are Maps 17 and 18, a double- 
page spread of Greek Buildings and Mon- 
uments in the Mediterranean Area. The 
location of the structures is shown in 
black or red type, depending on the 
amount of the remains, and 19 different 
symbols are used to indicate the types of 
buildings. The entries give dates, popular 
names, and some other descriptive ma- 
terial. A chart gives a family tree of 
Zeus, showing the relationship of the 
various Greek deities and supplying a 
brief description of the attributes of each. 
The diagrams are of classical cities or 
buildings. 

The 475 black-and-white plates form 
an important part of the volume. Many of 
them are aerial photographs taken es- 
pecially for this atlas. Others were ob- 
tained from the archives of the Italian 
Air Ministry. In addition there are photo- 
graphs of the countryside, buildings, 
ruins, statuary, vase paintings, friezes, 
and coins. There are also line drawings 
to show styles of architecture, building 
construction, and forms of vases and pot- 
tery. Each photograph is numbered with 
full caption to explain details.. Many of 
the aerial photographs have small figures 
(sometimes hard to find) superimposed to 
show specific points. 

The use of current photographs con- 
trasted with reconstructions or drawings 
of the ancient buildings or scenes con- 
tributes greatly to the understanding of 
the ancient world and should be of great 
interest to both student and _ traveler. 
Plates 147 and 151 of Delphi and Plates 
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353 and 355 of Rome are excellent ex- 
amples of this contrast. 

Although the descriptive notes accom- 
panying the plates are quite full, there 
is additional information about each in 
Notes to the Plates at the end of the vol- 
ume. There are further details about the 
pictures, dates of historical events in- 
volved, and present location in museums 
of archaeological and art objects. 

The plates are beautifully reproduced. 
The details are clear and many of them, 
particularly those of statuary and friezes, 
give the effect of being three dimensional. 

A 60,000-word text is interwoven with 
the maps and plates. It describes the 
Cretan and Mycenaean worlds, the de- 
velopment of the Greek people, the classi- 
cal period of Greek history, the spread of 
Hellenism, the origin of Rome, its devel- 
opment through the Republic and the 
Empire, and its decline. The final section, 
entitled The Heritage of Classical Culture, 
is a résumé of the lasting contributions 
of Greek and Roman thought, govern- 
ment, law, literature, and art. 

The writing is concise and crisp, schol- 
arly yet readable. English spelling is used 
in words such as “labour,” “civilisation,” 
and “theatre.” Many Greek and Roman 
words appear throughout, but the text is 
usually sufficiently explanatory so that 
the meaning is clear. 

The general arrangement of the volume 
is by large subject with text, maps, and 
plates intermingled. Throughout the text 
there are references to the related maps 
by number and page and by symbols in- 
dicating the applicable plate numbers. The 
captions of the plates frequently contain 
references to related plates and to maps. 
A few errors in the references to plates 
were noted. 

The Index is limited to proper names of 
places, areas, persons, tribes or peoples, 
and mythological characters. 

Many of the geographical entries in the 
Index have features of a gazetteer. The 
entry for Delos identifies it as an island, 
gives its location, and shows its legendary 
significance as the center of the cult of 
Apollo and its economic importance. It 
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gives one reference to the text, seven to 
maps, and two to plates. There is a similar 
entry for Delphi, but in this case there 
are no references to plates, a surprising 
omission, since Plates 140-153 are all of 
Delphi. 

The index entries for important persons 
include some biographical information. 
For Emperor Diocletian there is a six- 
line entry showing his dates, principal 
achievements, abdication, retirement, and 
references to the text, a map, and a plate. 

There are no general subject references 
in the Index. This limits the reference 
value of the text and plates for such sub- 
jects as architecture, bridges, road build- 
ing, aqueducts, military science, sports, 
occupations, and daily life on which there 
is very good material that can be located 
only by leafing through. The Foreword 
states that “Some of the illustrations are 
arranged in accordance with subject-mat- 
ter rather than chronology.” 

Where modern place names differ from 
the classical names in the Index the mod- 
ern name follows the classical and is in 
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parentheses. In most cases there are no 
entries under the modern name. However, 
many entries show variant names used in 
earlier or later periods. In the Index en- 
tries are usually under the Latin spelling, 
with reference from the English, but in 
the text and the plate captions the Eng- 
lish form is used quite consistently. The 
maps usually retain the Latin spelling. 

The atlas is attractively bound in dark 
red English cloth with the title in gold 
on the spine. The paper is heavy and is 
finished for photogravure. The plates, 
especially those of the fine aerial views 
and landscapes, are excellent and give a 
dramatic quality to the work. The maps 
are on still heavier paper and are re- 
markably clear and legible even though 
unusually full of information. Unfortu- 
nately, many of the plates extend to the 
edge of the page, and many pages have 
very narrow inner margins making re- 
binding impossible. In some cases the 
plate occupies the entire page and there 
is no space for either a plate number or 
page number. 

The Atlas of the Classical World pre- 
sents a wealth of detail in a skillful and 
authoritative blending of maps, pictures, 
and text. It succeeds admirably in its pur- 
pose of offering a graphic introduction to 
the classical world, “. . . its achievements, 
its remains, and its Jasting importance.” 
In spite of some minor errors in the edit- 
ing and. the limitations of its indexing, it 
should be valuable for scholar, student, 
traveler, and general reader. It is recom- 
mended for public, school, and university 
libraries and for home purchase. 


Encyclopedic Dictionary of Electronics 
and Nuclear Engineering. [By] Robert 
I. Sarbacher. Englewood Cliffs, N.J., 
Prentice Hall, Inc., 1959. x, 1417p. illus. 
diagrs. 25cm. buckram $35; to schools 
and libraries, 30 per cent discount. 
The purpose of this work is to provide 

a comprehensive source of definitions and 

explanations for the fields named in the 

title. Terms of elemental electric and 
magnetic theory and of physics are also 
included. It is aimed primarily at the 


scientist, technician, and student and not 
at the neophyte. However, its thorough- 
ness is such that one can work out satis- 
factory understanding by checking com- 
ponent terms within a definition, nearly all 
of which have separate entries. Terms are 
defined in a straightforward, factual man- 
ner as simply as possible within the scope 
of the subject matter. 

The editor’s background lies largely in 
the field of electronics and microwave 
engineering and includes teaching and in- 
dustrial and government research expe- 
rience. No indication is given of editorial 
procedures, except that considerable as- 
sistance was received from professional 
societies and organizations, 13 of which 
are acknowledged in the Preface. Such 
assistance appears to have been through 
consultation of lists of terms published by 
them. The publisher states only that the 
editor “poured $90,000 of his own funds” 
into research and manuscript preparation. 

Entries are in boldface with letter-by- 
letter alphabetization. This arrangement 
is followed strictly and facilitates check- 
ing of multiterm references. Definitions 
range from a single line to nearly a full 
double-column page, the average being 
seven to ten lines. Where the definition 
has been taken from a society-approved 
list, initials acknowledge the source. 
These constitute a relatively small pro- 
portion of the total entries but as a group 
represent a substantial number. Following 
the specific definition, the topic is usually 
elaborated on by example and discussion; 
exceptions may be pointed out and rela- 
tionships to similar terms and phenomena 
brought out. Cross references are numer- 
ous and of three types: q.v.’s within the 
text, cf’s, see’s and see also’s at the end 
of definitions, and see references in alpha- 
betical position. The latter constitute 
nearly one fourth of the alphabetical en- 
tries and appear in boldface slightly 
smaller than main entries. Line drawings, 
graphs, and diagrams are plentiful and of 
excellent clarity; of the more than 1,400 
claimed, most are said to be original with 
this work, and, where adapted, a credit 
line appears. Figures are numbered with- 
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in each double-page spread and in most 
instances are located within the definition, 
permitting quick factual correlation. 
Characteristic features include numer- 
ous abbreviations and antonyms. Society 
names are usually explained under their 
initials only. Each letter of the alphabet 
is provided with a list of meanings for 
which it is used as a symbol; Greek letters 
are alphabetized according to their pho- 
netic spelling. Names of reactors (or their 
symbols) are plentiful, as are centers of 
nuclear research such as Grenoble, Calder 
Hall, and Argonne. Similarly, computer 
and missile designations are often noted, 
the RAMAC, IBM 704, Hecht, and Hedge- 
hog being examples. A list of nuclear re- 
actors built, being built, or planned as of 
June 30, 1958, is reproduced from an 
Atomic Energy Commission compilation. 
The two primary subject fields do not 
overlap to such an extent that inclusion 
in the same dictionary is required. While 
certain fundamental concepts and terms 
such as “electrons” are held in common, 
the general developments of technology 
and terminology are discrete to each field. 
The publisher claims a content balance 
between the fields; however, there ap- 
pears to be a preponderance of material 
on or relating to electricity and elec- 
tronics. Conceivably, this might be due to 
the editor’s own specialization; more like- 
ly it is attributable to the wide variety 
of applications of electronics, while nu- 
clear engineering is still largely develop- 
mental. A sampling of three sections indi- 
cates that roughly 10 to 15 per cent of the 
terms relate to nuclear engineering, about 
30 per cent to electronics, and the remain- 
ing 50 to 60 per cent to basic definitions 
in physics, chemistry, and mathematics 
and even more largely to the multitudi- 
nous applications of electronics or the 
equipment involved. Fields of emphasis 
include computation, missiles, aircraft, 
guidance, radio, and television. This is not 
to say that nuclear engineering is slighted; 
factual checking with standard mono- 
graphs discloses few omissions of termi- 
nology and evidence of a wealth of spot 
information. For example, under Nuclear 
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weapons tests are given the code names 
of operations in Nevada and Eniwetok; 
the code-name entries themselves each 
list the respective number and types of 
explosions. Coverage of the jargon equip- 
ment names and of specific data on com- 
ponents such as coolants and moderators 
is adequate. 

As to sources of definitions, A Glossary 
of Terms in Nuclear Science and Engi- 
neering (New York: American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, 1957) sponsored 
by several societies and government bod- 
ies and published as American Standard 
ASA N1.1-1957 is heavily represented, 
though not constituting a large portion 
of the nuclear terminology. American 
Standard Definitions of Electrical Terms 
(ASA (C42-1957, New York: American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers, 1957) is 
frequently credited also, but reliance ap- 
pears to have been largely on Section 65, 
“Communications” and Section 70, “Elec- 
tron Devices.” Appropriate terms in such 
other sections as 25, “Industrial Control 
Equipment,” are omitted. In a few in- 
stances, definitions taken from other 
sources were found to have been used 
without acknowledgment. Other than 
three lists cited in the Preface, no specific 
publications are given for the organiza- 
tions whose initials are used in acknowl- 
edgments. 

While a number of dictionaries on elec- 
tronics and physics are available, the most 
nearly comparable presently is The Inter- 
national Dictionary of Physics and Elec- 
tronics (Princeton, N.J., D. Van Nostrand 
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Co., Inc., c1956). In this work, consider- 
ably greater emphasis is placed on funda- 
mental physical concepts and experi- 
mental equipment in the various areas of 
physics such as mechanics, thermody- 
namics, electricity, and optics. While basic 
electronics and communications circuitry 
is soundly covered, the many applications 
fields noted in the Sarbacher compilation 
are not represented. Many definitions in 
the two works show the same content, in- 
dicating a common course. This is noted 
generally in the preface to The Inter- 
national Dictionary of Physics and Elec- 
tronics but not with the terms themselves. 
The total number of 14,000 entries ap- 
pearing in Sarbacher is greater by per- 
haps 20 per cent. However, despite con- 
siderable duplication of content, there are 
large areas of coverage unique to each 
dictionary, as mentioned above. 

In format, the Encyclopedic Dictionary 
of Electronics and Nuclear Engineering is 
allowed fiat opening by its smyth sewing 
and is bound in dark blue buckram. The 
type is clear, compact, and easily studied. 

The Encyclopedic Dictionary of Elec- 
tronics and Nuclear Engineering supplies 
concise, clearly phrased, authoritative 
definitions of terms, phrases, abbrevia- 
tions, and code names used in electronics 
and nuclear engineering. Numerous well- 
conceived drawings aid in following ex- 
planations. For libraries serving special- 
ists and those working on an advanced 
level, particularly in the broadly applied 
field of electronic devices, the dictionary 
is recommended.

Arnow, Harriette Louisa (Simpson). 
Seedtime on the Cumberland. Macmil- 
lan, $7.50. August 29. 


A close examination of the life in the Cum- 
berland River region of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, with careful detail and understanding 
of the way people lived, worked, dressed, and 
ate in the area before 1800. As a native 
daughter the author starts with description of 
her family’s homesite and gives some family 
background; in writing of the explorers, 
hunters, Indians, traders, and settlers she fre- 
quently singles out individuals to exemplify 
dominant characteristics or aspects of life and 
to give personal warmth to the narrative. Al- 
though a multiplicity of footnotes indicates 
extensive research the clear presentation and 
occasionally poetic style make a readable text. 
day. 


Fairbrother, Nan. The cheerful 


Knopf, $4.50. July 18. 

In An English year (Boox.ist 50: 396, Je 15 54) 
the author wrote of living in the country with 
her two children while her husband was at 
war; here she describes the family’s postwar 
life in London and their gradual adaptation to 
city ways. With her customary grace and sen- 
sitivity she writes of her two sons’ journey 
from childhood to early adolescence, of family 
interests and activities, and of putting down 
roots in a strange place. Admitting ruefully 
that she has never had time to read books on 
raising children the author speaks indirectly 
and with great effectiveness about the recip- 
rocal love and understanding needed by chil- 
dren and their parents. 


Lewis, Clive Staples. The four loves. Har- 
court, $3.75. July 27. 

The four loves individually discussed by an 
English writer are subpersonal likings and 
loves (as for nature and one’s country), affec- 
tion, friendship, and love between men and 
women. The distinguishing qualities of each of 
these conditions are lucidly described and 
their special place in life examined. In a final 
section the author points out that these 
“natural” loves, important as they are, are not 
self-sufficient but must be reinforced by 
Christian charity and love toward God and 
fellow men. Well stated and compelling even 
though the author’s more abstract passages 
seem far removed from human involvements. 


Untermeyer, Sophie (Guggenheimer) and 
Williamson, Alix. Mother is Minnie. 
Doubleday, $3.95. July 8. 


An affectionate but honest portrait of the 
woman known to New Yorkers for several 
decades as the guiding spirit and beloved in- 
termission speaker of the Lewisohn Stadium 
summer concerts. Although the freewheeling 
talk that has won her a nationwide audience 
through her appearances on television gets a 
large share of attention here, this is a well- 
organized study by Minnie’s daughter and the 
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current public-relations director for the con- 
certs that traces her family background, gives 
some attention to serious matters in Minnie’s 
life, and unobtrusively pays tribute to her 
accomplishments.

Moore, Brian. The luck of Ginger Coffey. 
Little, $4. August 25. 


Ginger Coffey, an Irishman of almost forty, 
has not made what he could of his new life in 
present-day Montreal. He has lost his job, his 
wife is attracted to a younger man, and his 
money is rapidly dwindling. He finally gets 
work but in the face of his wife’s departure 
this provides little comfort. In the final scene 
the Coffeys—husband, wife, and teen-age 
daughter—are reunited after a series of events 
that have matured them all and given them a 
new understanding of each other. Lifelike 
characterizations and episodes distinguish this 
compassionate, highly perceptive novel by the 
author of The Feast of Lupercal (Booxk.ist 
53: 453, My 1 57). 


Taylor, Kamala (Purnaiya). A silence of 
desire, by Kamala Markandaya [pseud.] 
Day, $4. August 3. 


The author of Nectar in a sieve (BOOKLIST 
51: 258, F 15 55) again writes about an Indian 
family caught in the grip of a crisis brought 
about by the conflict between traditional be- 
liefs and the newer Western ways. Dandekar, 
a senior clerk in a government office, his wife 
Sarojini, and their three children have been 
an unusually happy family until Dandekar 
finds out accidentally that Sarojini has been 
surreptitiously visiting a swami or faith 
healer. She has been told by a doctor that she 
has a tumor which should be removed, but she 
is mortally afraid of hospitals and stirgery. 
The novel is a study of marriage also—es- 
pecially the breakdown of communication 
after a deception has occurred. For the dis- 
criminating reader. 


Williams, Robert V. Shake this town. 
Viking, $3.50. September 12. 


Petey Catanzaro, a promising welterweight 
newly arrived home after serving in Korea, 
does not have too happy a homecoming; he is 
placed on reactivated probation for a prewar 
offense and finds proof that his late father did 
not die of natural causes. Persons and events 
in the New Jersey textile town come into 
sharp focus in a story that convincingly brings 
together many elements—prize-fighting, a po- 
lice-controlled racket, and a young man’s at- 


tempt to free himself from a shadowed past. 
The taut, low-pitched prose effectively re- 
creates the novel’s tone and themes. Primarily 
masculine appeal.

A concise study of some of the major trends 
in US. philanthropy begins with the colonial 
era and ends with the 1950’s.

A day in the night of Jonathan Mole.

Prejudice stems from many causes, which 
this film fantasy points out. Accordingly most 
people have prejudices of one kind or another 
and the title character in the film, Jonathan 
Mole, is not without his share. As the film 
begins the viewer is in a fanciful place called 
Adanac (Canada spelled backwards) wit- 


nessing a trial about prejudice. Jonathan 
Mole is presiding and as the trial progresses 
it recapitulates the many arguments pro and 
con on prejudice. This is a very lively and 
stimulating presentation of the question and 
one that should, with competent guidance, 
fit into most situations. A film guide is pro- 
vided to facilitate adequate presentation and 
handling of discussion. 


Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. Sterling Educa- 
tional Films, 6 E. 39th St., N.Y. 16. 1959. 
27min. $125. ; 


The first release of a new series “The history 
of motion pictures.” This is an excellent con- 
densation of the silent version of the film 
produced in 1920, directed by John Stuart 
Robertson and starring the late John Barry- 
more. It is a good example of the motion 
picture in the early days as an art form. The 
acting style of Barrymore and the supporting 
players can be examined by drama students, 
while the early motion-picture techniques 
can be analyzed by those interested in tech- 
nical aspects of the motion-picture medium. 
Expertly edited with explanatory titles in a 
musical sound track, the story moves swiftly 
and therefore will hold the attention of to- 
day’s audiences. Libraries should welcome 
this series as heretofore there has been very 
little available for serious study of the early 
motion pictures. Highly recommended for 
film societies, community groups, young 
adults, and discussion programs. 


Eskimo family. Encyclopaedia Britannica 
Films. 1960. 17min. $90; color, $180. 


Opens with views of the expanse of the 
frozen, treeless Arctic which is intensely cold 
for 10 months of the year, but in which the 
Eskimos have managed to live. Next it shows 
an Eskimo hunter and his family who, as 
spring comes, move to distant hunting lands. 
They pack the sleds, prepare the dogs, and 
start out. The difficulties of travel—making 
camp for the night, pitching the tents, and 
food preparation—hunting for seal and white 
fox, and going to the trading post to ex- 
change skins for food are all seen as part of 
the Eskimos’ daily life. The film also gives 
a good picture of the Eskimos’ family life, 
their sense of humor, and love of children. 
Then is shown the effect of the coming of 
the white man and the Army posts which at- 
tract the Eskimos to work in white settle- 
ments, have well-built homes, and send their 
children to regular school. Although this is 
a good film about the Eskimos, it does not 
have the sensitive understanding for which 
Flaherty’s Nanook of the North is noted. It is, 
however, an adequate study of the Eskimos 
and the changing conditions in the Arctic 
for use in schools and with study groups of 
older persons. 


Four families. National Film Board of 
Canada.

Intimate glimpses into the lives of typical 
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working families engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits in India, France, Japan, and Canada il- 
lustrate parent-child relationships, with em- 
phasis on mother love, as shown through the 
care and feeding of the children as well as the 
routine household tasks which are a part of 
these family situations. Dr. Margaret Mead 
introduces the film and each of the sequences 
with a discussion of the importance of the re- 
lationships between the members of each of 
the families in the development of their atti- 
tudes toward the family and toward society. 
The film contributes much toward the under- 
standing of the character of the peoples and 
nationalities represented as evidenced in the 
rearing of the children and the role of the 
families in their respective communities; 
much can be learned about the tempo and 
temper of life in the countries presented to- 
gether with the hopes and aspirations of the 
people. This film is most useful with adult 
audiences interested in child study, parent- 
child relationships, the study of other cultures, 
and in the general area of international rela- 
tions. 


From generation to generation. Edward 
F. Cullen under guidance of Maternity 
Health Association. Distributor: Mc- 
Graw-Hill. 1959. 30min. color, $225. 


The story of human reproduction is told here 
with imagination and symbolism. Animation 
picturing the reproductive process is com- 
bined with live-action scenes of a faxm family 
through the cycle of the seasons, symbolic of 
the wife’s pregnancy to its fulfillment in 
childbirth. This is a spiritual, poetic, yet al- 
ways valid approach to a theme which is 
satisfactorily and more directly presented in 
Human reproduction produced in 1947 (Boox- 
List 47:26, S 1 50) and much in demand. The 
newer film is more expensive but is highly 
lauded in the New York Times and will prob- 
ably be widely acquired; there are, however, 
some reservations about its acceptance by 
today’s realistic teen-agers.

Another in the series “The history of motion 
pictures” traces the career of Mack Sennett 
from his beginnings in 1909 to his spectacular 
position as Hollywood’s comedy king. This 
film, unlike Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, above, 
which is an edited version of a complete film, 
is made up of representative film clips of the 
uproarious comedies of the silent-movie era. 
The narrator, after introducing each star, ex- 
plains the Sennett technique, while the viewer 
is entertained by the illustrious antics of 
Charlie Chaplin, Mabel Normand, Ben Turpin, 
Marie Dressler, Gloria Swanson, and the 
riotous Keystone Cops. A valuable film for 
libraries wishing to preserve the disappearing 
art of the pantomimists and of Hollywood’s 
Golden Comedy Eras Excellent notes are sup- 
plied in the study guide prepared by William 


K. Everson, research director of the new pub- 
lication “Classics of the silent screen.” Highly 
recommended for film societies, committee 
groups, young adults, and library programs.

In the first year of Hawaii’s statehood, several 
films have been produced to meet the current 
interest in the fiftieth state. This film’s im- 
portance lies in the historical background 
which it presents. It depicts the primitive way 
of life of the natives prior to the late 1800's; 
thatched huts, no metals for tools or utensils, 
no textiles, and no written language. As a re- 
sult of outside influences beginning with the 
discovery of the islands, visits by whaling 
vessels, and the advent of missionaries, sugar 
plantations were established by the end of the 
nineteenth century. Because labor was needed 
to work the plantations, immigration was en- 
couraged and peoples of many national and 
cultural origins were attracted, resulting in 
the present varied population. The growth of 
the agrarian economy, trade, and the tourist 
industry and the building of military installa- 
tions are illustrated with commentary on the 
role of the Hawaiian Islands in the world’s 
economy and defenses. Although designed for 
use with younger audiences, the film contains 
much information which will interest adult 
groups as well. 


Journey into spring. British Transport 
Films. Distributor: Contemporary Films. 
1959. 30min. color, $250. ' 


As winter merges into spring and spring into 
summer, the viewing of Journey into spring 
is a stimulating and spiritually satisfying ex- 
perience. The film reviews the return of 
spring after the rigors of winter and the re- 
birth of life as indicated by the plants’ sending 
up their tender sprouts after being dormant 
during the winter, growing in the spring sun- 
shine and showers to burst into bloom; birds 
nesting and mating, hatching their eggs, and 
rearing their young; the activity of renewed 
and new life in the ponds and fields. Excellent 
photography of the flora and fauna of the 
English countryside and a narration with a 
sensitive musical accompaniment combine to 
bring to. life with lyrical beauty observations 
on the nature of birth, life, and the struggle 
for existence by the renowned eighteenth- 
century naturalist, Rev. Gilbert White, in 
whose parish in Hampshire the film was made. 
Journey into spring is a film with great depth 
of feeling which will have appeal to a wide 
variety of adult audiences. 


Life and times of the iron horse: 1830- 
1870. Affiliated Films. Distributor: Mc-

A history of the steam locomotive’s early de- 
velopment in the U.S. uses old drawings and 
folk songs of railroaders of the period to tell 
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the story. The attempts at animation are not 
quite effective but since the period covered is 
an exciting era in US. transportation history 
libraries needing material on the subject and 
period will find the film useful. It is one in 
the distributor’s “American adventure series.’

Meet Mr. Lincoln. National Broadcasting 
Co. Distributor: Encyclopaedia Britannica

The film opens with a picture of Washington, 
D.C. in November, 1860, as the nation anx- 
iously awaits the new President, an un- 
known lawyer and politician from Illinois, and 
the dominant question is whether he will be 
able to guide the nation through the turbulent 
years ahead. Old photographs, prints, draw- 
ings, and newspaper accounts follow the ca- 
reer of Lincoln in Washington, highlighting 
the tragedies of the Civil War and the Presi- 
dent’s role in the war, and ending with his 
assassination in April, 1865. Originally pre- 
sented as a television show early in 1959, this 
is an effective presentation because of skillful 
camera work and narration with which a fine 
musical accompaniment is blended. Useful 
with a wide range of audiences. 


My own yard to play in. Edward Harri- 
son. 1959. 10min. $110. 


A captivating and artfully filmed documen- 
tary showing random scenes of children at 
play on city sidewalks, streets, and lots. The 
elements and activities of play include balls, 
jump ropes, homemade vehicles, old boxes, 
sticks, hoops, jumping, sliding, and climbing. 
The message intended is a sociological one: 
city children need safe places to play. Since, 
however, no obvious scenes of danger or dis- 
cipline are shown, some viewers may feel the 
strongest message to be: children are ingeni- 
ous and ingenuous players whatever the cir- 
cumstances. The sound track uses, with some 
music, game chants and songs and brief 
candid comments of children, such as “We 
pretend .. .” and “I want to be .. .,” reminis- 
cent of the content of some Folkways Records 
recordings of city sounds. A smal! boy’s 
plaintive wish for “my own yard to play in” 
ends, and titles, the film. Useful with adults 
interested in urban problems and child study, 
but viewable, as well, as an unpurposeful 
glimpse of children’s innate exuberance. 


Republic of the Philippines. Dudley Pic- 
tures Corp. Distributor: United World 
Films. 1959. 18min. color, $195. 


The oiten used technique of reporting on a 
country through the eyes of a vacationing 
native schoolteacher is used in this film. A 
comprehensive coverage, it considers briefly 
almost every facet of Philippine life except 


politics and government. The photography 
and color are good and the schoolteacher’s 
accent is not distracting. In an attempt to 
cover too much material in too little time the 
film jumps abruptly from subject to subject, 
but, except for this fault, it will be a useful 
addition to a collection without films on the 
Philippines. 


The St. Lawrence Seaway. National Film 
Board of Canada. Distributor: McGraw- 
Hill. 1959. 30min. $135; color, $275. 

Using maps, drawings, and diagrams, the film 
describes the need for the St. Lawrence Sea- 
way and its construction. Drawings show 
rivers connecting the lakes and also the 
Indian portages. Then it is seen that as larger 
boats traveled the lakes the need for canals 
and locks grew. There were difficulties in the 


’ position of the U.S. and a long delay in getting 


official approval. The engineering plans shown 
included flooding the land, building new 
cities, power stations, new lakes, new chan- 
nels, and new locks. Canada’s initial building 
in 1954 is seen, later the U.S. participation, 
and the completion of the Seaway in 1959. The 
film makes an interesting story of the project 
and brings out human as well as engineering 
problems, although the emphasis is on details 
of construction. Recommended for adult 
groups. The story of the St. Lawrence Seaway 
(National Film Board of Canada. Distributor: 
McGraw-Hill. 1959. 14min. $75; color, $150) 
is an abridged version of The St. Lawrence 
Seaway. The drawings are the same, but the 
simpler, slow-paced narration arranged for 
classroom use makes the film useful with 
seventh and eighth grades. 


Starting nursery school. Child Study De- 
partment, Vassar College. Distributor: 
New York Univ. Film Library, 26 Wash- 
ington PIl., N.Y. 3. 1959. 23min. $120. 
Describes how three-year-old children are 
introduced gradually to the new experience 
of separation from their parents according 
to a procedure used by the Vassar Nursery 
School. The child and moti.er both “preview” 
the school in the spring. They come again in 
the fall for a half hour with no other children 
present, then for a few days all come with 
their mothers who, as the children become 
accustomed to their new surroundings, absent 
themselves for short periods until their pres- 
ence is no longer needed. One in the Vassar 
College series “Studies of normal personality 
development,” directed by Dr. L. Joseph 
Stone, chairman, and Dorothy Levens, divec- 
tor of the nursery school, and narr ici by 
Dr. Stone; it is an excellent portray. of how 
typical children react and how even at this 
age individuals differ. Useful for any group of 
young mothers and for personnel working 
with small children.

The story is faithfully fol- 
lowed, but it is the children’s spontaneous, 
sometimes humorous, reactions that give it a 
refreshing fillip. The use of children’s art is 
reminiscent of the animated cut-outs made 
from French school children’s drawings in 
Martin and Gaston (Brandon. 1953. 10min. 
color, $100). Cinderella is preferable in color 
because of the art. 


That they may live. Univ. of Saskatch- 
ewan. Distributor: Pyramid Film Pro- 
ducers Ltd., 7166 Melrose Ave., Hollywood 
46, Calif.

This film illustrates the application of mouth- 
to-mouth or direct artificial respiration for 
the saving of lives of victims of suffocation. 
Several common emergency situations are de- 
picted which warn of the dangers of suffoca- 
tion of children by plastic bags and in aban- 
doned refrigerators, of drowning, electrocu- 
tion, respiratory obstructions, and choking, 
illustrating how prompt resuscitation meas- 
ures can save the lives of the victims. The film 
is similar in content and treatment to the 
earlier film Rescue breathing (Booxutst 55: 
600, J1 1 59) with some added material, espe- 
cially that pertaining to suffocation of chil- 
dren. That they may live is recommended for 
use with adolescent and adult audiences in 
training programs and for the promotion of 
interest in safety and first aid.

Moki 
makes numerous mistakes by foolishly trying 
to “walk in men’s ways” before, in an unex- 
pected way, she proves her bravery—not as 
a warrior but as a strong, unselfish woman. 
An unexciting but absorbing story in which 
the heroine is percevtively portrayed and 
much Indian lore is skillfully interwoven.
